the State Waterways Commis- 
sion at Traverse City. The 
state agency pays half the 
cost. 

In special meeting here the 
council decided to pay for the 
new dock in following manner: 
$4,000 will be paid in cash with 
the other $4,000 being paid in 
two installments—$2,000 in 1955 
and $2,000 in 1956. 

When the city council and Wa- 
terways commission agreed upon 
the method of financing, the 
council went into action immed- 
iately approving a motion by Al- 
derman Rebec that ses dock be 
constructed.

Check Pines 
For Saw-F ly 


All pine plantation owners 
lare urged by Ed Rebman, Char- 
levoix county agricultural agent, 
to check their. pine trees for pos- 
sible infestation. of Saw-Fly lar- 
plantations a few days ago in- 
vae. Examination of several 
dicated that these larvae have 
‘mow hatched and are busily des- 
troying pine trees. 


Rebman states there are 
several species of these lar- 
vae, depending on the kind of 
pine tree it is feeding upon. 
They are usually found at the 
tip end of the branches and 
they feed first on the older 
needles, finally going to the 
‘younger needles then to the. 
bark itself. 

Control measures are simple 
for a stomach or contact poison 
may be used. Either 4 pounds of 
lead arsenate in 100 gallons of 
water or 3 pounds of 50 percent 
watttable DDT in 100 gallons of 
water will control the insects. 

For the small plantation own- 
er use either 114 tablespoons of 
the 50 percent wettable DDT 
powder in 1-gallon of water or 
8 tablespoons of lead arsenate in 
1 gallon of water.

‘Rains that discourage north- 
ern Michigan farmers in field 
curing of hay could be blessings 
in disguise, suggest Ed Rebman, 
Charlevoix county agricultural 
agent. They may encourage more 
use of two better ways of pre- 


serving hay,—grass silage and 
barn curing. 


Both grass silage and barn- 
cured hay save more of the 
dry matter and protein than 
field curing does, agrees Den- 
nis L. Clanahan, Michigan 
State College farm cropsman 
for. northern Michigan. He al- 
so cites a three-year study of 
the U. S. Department of Ag- 
viculture at Beltsville, Md., to 
support his view. 


The dry matter loss from field 
to feed amounts to 15 per cent 
for silage, 16 per cent for barn 
curing and 28 percent for field 
curing, the survey showed. The 
protein loss is 16 per cent for 
silage; 23 percent for barn-cur- 
ed hay and 36 per cent in field 
curing. 

Barn curing involves forced 
air; if field-chopped hay goes in- 
to the barn with leaves intact 
and ‘thigh feed value, it must be 
mow-dried for safe storage; hay 
that is chopped must be drier 
than long hay. Hay dried in the 
field loses leaves and feed value. 


Grass silage making and 
barn curing both go hand-in- 
hand with use of a field chop- 
per, advises Clanahan; the 
other costs are barn drying. 
equipment in the barn in one 
case, a vertical or horizontal 
silo in, the other.
